In  addition  to  playing  for  basketball  games, 
there  were  concerts;  a  Christmas  concert  for 
the  school  and  one  for  the  public.  In  Feb- 
ruary a  concert  for  the  band  parents,  in  April 
a  concert  at  the  Kemper  Elementary  School  by 
invitation,  then  a  concert  for  our  own  elemen- 
tary school  at  Chole.  Then  in  May  came  the 
big  spring  concert  which  was  open  to  the  pub- 
lic and  the  band  spring  assembly  program  for 
the  school. 

There  was  much  done  by  the  band  to  mu- 
sically enrich  the  community  and  the  school. 

The  high  point  for  all  band  work  might  be 
considered  contests,  for  then  you  put  every- 
thing on  the  line  for  critical  dissection  of  your 
performance.  Our  marching  band  traveled  to 
two  marching  contests  at  the  Kentucky  Invita- 
tional Marching  Band  Contest  in  Lexington  we 
won  the  third  place  trophy  in  the  Cardinal  Di- 
vision. At  Morehead  we  received  a  rating  of 
Excellent  at  the  KMEA  sanctioned  contest.  Then 
in  the  Spring  after  much  work  the  concert 
band  finally  came.  We  are  very  proud  to  say 
we  received  the  only  superior  rating  in  the 
"CC"  division.  This  is  a  feather  in  our  cap, 
and  we  feel  that  it  was  an  appropriate  climax 
to  a  successful  year.
